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DIVISION OF VENEREAL DISEASES, JUNE, 1920. 

The accompanying table shows that during the month of June, 
1920, 25,450 cases of venereal diseases were reported to the State 
boards of health by physicians, clinicians, hospital superintendents, 
etc., and that there were 12,149 new admissions to the clinics operat- 
ing under the joint control of the United States Public Health Service 
and the State boards of health. 

There were 30,730 doses of arsphenamine administered during the 
month. 

The reports from four States were received too late to be included.
